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TERRORISM 
EXPERT'S EYE 
ONSHEPPEY 


A LEADING counter-terror¬ 
ist expert has identified 
“critical infrastructure” on 
Sheppey which, if attacked, 
could paralyse the nation. 

Professor David Sloggett has been 
drafted in by Kent Police to identify 
entry routes and targets for extrem¬ 
ists set on causing maximum impact. 

The gas station, its huge storage 
chambers and links to the national 
grid, the nearby petrol stores and the 
continual passage of fuel tankers have 
all been identified as potential tar¬ 
gets. 

Speaking to yourswale, the security 
specialist said: “We continue to seek to

understand contemporary terrorism 
and, using lessons from the past and 
the resources we have, prevent future 
attacks.” 

Professor Sloggett said the hijack of 
the freight tanker Arctic Sea in 2009 
was a reminder that terrorists could 
be operating close to home. Pirates 
boarded the ship in Swedish waters 
and sailed the vessel up the Dover 
straits towards West Africa's Atlantic 
coast without being detected. 

‘We need to think about a combina¬ 


tion of the Arctic Sea hijack and the 
Mumbai terrorist attack with the 
power to transmit such an event 
around the world,” he said. 

He warned that any major terrorist 
attack would need to be well planned 
and harbours such as Queenborough, 
with its all-tide landing, could be a 
potential stop-off point during recon¬ 
naissance trips. 

Detective Superintendent Andrew 
Lyttle heads up the management of 
frontier operations. He said: “Kent has 
long been seen as a throughfare for 
criminal activity whether illegal 
immigration, sex workers, drugs or 
terrorist activity.

FAMILY and friends of a 
Hemhill teenager who was 
killed in a crash on the 
A299 Thanet Way last 
week have paid tribute to 
“an acomplished sports¬ 
man with an infectious 
smile”. 

Tom Brenchley, 16, died after his 
Yamaha moped was in collision 
with a Volvo car on the London- 
bound carriageway, near Dargate, 
at 9.45pm on Tuesday, July 27. 

Tom was transferred to Kings 
College Hospital, London, the fol¬ 
lowing day but died of serious head 
injuries. His parents, Jackie and 
David, allowed their son’s organs to 
be used for transplant, a decision 
which they say Tom would have 
fully supported. 

David and Jackie and 18-year-old 
brother, Chris, paid an emotional 
tribute to the youngster, who was 
an accomplished sportsman and on 
the verge of starting a carpentry 
apprenticeship. 

David said: “Everyone who knew 
Tom will remember him as a gener¬ 
ous, kind and loving boy who was 
truly loyal to his friends. He had an 
infectious smile that lightened 
every room he entered. We feel so 
privileged to have known such a 
wonderful person and the world is a 
poorer place without him.” 

Tom was just five weeks old when 
his family moved to Hemhill, near 
Faversham, and he attended the 
village nursery and primary school. 

He joined Hemhill Herons FC 
from the age of four, winning many 
trophies over the years. He also 
played for Whitstable Colts and 
enjoyed golf, cricket and skiing. 

A pupil of the Archbishop’s School 
in Canterbury, Tom took his GCSEs 
this summer and hoped to pursued 
a career as a carpenter. 

Mum Jackie said: “Tom was bom 
in a msh - just seven minutes after 
we got to hospital and he seems to

have been on the go ever since. He 
lived life to the full and had the 
wonderful gift of being able to make 
others smile.” 

Dad David added: “We would like 
to thank all of those who have con¬ 
tacted us and sent cards. Their 
thoughts mean so much to us and it 
has helped to know how popular 
Tom was and that he was loved by 
so many people.” 

More than a thousand have 
signed up to a tribute page on social 
networking website Facebook. 

Tom’s funeral service and burial 
will be at St Michael’s Church, 
Hemhill, on Monday 

Family and friends are welcome 
to attend. The family have request¬ 
ed donations rather than flowers. 
All monies will be used to help 
young people who have suffered 
head injuries.

‘While it’s important for people to 
be aware of the risks, they should be 
reassured there is a strong surveil¬ 
lance presence. What we say to the 
public is, next time you see a boat at 
sea, regardless of whether it’s a 
pleasure craft or a commercial liner, 
be reassured that we will already 
know about it. 

“If it has entered Kent waters it 
will have been boarded already or 
risk-assessed by police. 

“The security of the Olympic 


Games is now a key component of the 
maritime team and for those living in 
or visiting the area, it’s important 
they have a sense of well-being and 
are aware of our presence.” 

The Olympics Games has present¬ 
ed the Home Office with the biggest 
peacetime security operation since 
World War Two. 

Home Office advisers have warned 
there is a risk of “displacing” a terror 
attack to other parts of the UK 
because of the intense focus on the 
Games. One said: ‘We are acutely 


aware that particularly for terrorism, 
there could be a hardening focus on 
the Olympics and displace an attack 
on to other parts of the UK.” 

The current risk of attack on the 
UK is “severe” which means an 
attack is regarded as highly likely

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Three schools in first 

wave of new academies 


WHAT IS AN ACADEMY? 


ACADEMIES are state-maintained independent 
schools set up with the help of outside sponsors. 

Former Prime Minister, Tony Blair, established acad¬ 
emies in 2000 to drive up standards by replacing fail¬ 
ing schools in struggling education authorities. 

Originally called city academies, the government 
dropped the word 'city' to allow for academies in 
struggling rural areas as well as inner cities. 

Under the new coalition Government only 
schools (primary, secondary and special schools) 
that have been rated outstanding overall in their 
most recent Ofsted inspection are eligible to con¬ 
vert to academies through this process. 

Failing schools that converted to academies 
under the previous Labour Government will be 
allowed to retain their academy status. 


The Secretary of State has announced that 
schools previously judged outstanding will no 
longer be subject to routine school inspections by 
Ofsted. According to the Department of Education 
the performance of all schools will continue to be 
monitored and if there ar-e signs of deterioration 
or other factors that are a cause for concern, an 
inspection could be triggered. However, exactly 
how this process will work has not been 
announced, leading to criticism the new academies 
bill was rushed through without due consultation. 

Other than outstanding schools which convert to 
academies, the Government says it expects other 
academies (awarded their status under the 
previous Labour government) will continue to be 
inspected in the normal way.

GOVERNMENT officials have 
given three schools in Sittingboume 
the green light to opt out of KCC 
control and become one of the first 
new-style academies. 

Ranked as ‘outstanding 7 by education watchdog 
Ofsted, Fulston Manor, The Westlands School 
and Highsted Grammar School made it onto a 
national list alongside 150 others set to receive 
funding directly from central Government. 

Secondary schools in Faversham and The 
Isle of Sheppey, together with primary schools 
across the district, failed to make the grade. 

In addition to greater control over finances, 
academy schools will have more of a say on 
teachers’ pay, their conditions and the national 
curriculum. 

Rushed 

However, critics say schools are being rushed 
into changes and fear the result will be a two- 
tiered education system. 

Swale Labour Party spokesman, Roger 
Truelove, said: “The great fear must be that 
academies will want to use procedures to select 
those children who will sustain their elite rep¬ 
utations, the ones that gave them academy sta¬ 
tus in the first place. 

“They will not want any challenging children, 
and of course, they will want to recruit the most 
successful teachers from the remaining main¬ 
tained schools.” 

The School Governor’s Association has 
advised members not to rush applications. 

Christine Blower, general secretary of the 
National Union Teachers, said: “This does not 


mean 153 schools will end up as an academy - 
the application has to be agreed. A Governing 
body may well change its mind between an 
academy order being granted and the funding 
agreement signed.” 

Fulston Manor headteacher, Alan Brookes, 
confirmed the school was not home and dry. 

He said: “Although uncertainties still remain, 
it is anticipated the conversion is likely to be 
concluded some time during the middle of 
August, with a start date of September 2010. 

“Again I invite any comments or questions you 
may have regarding any aspect of this process.” 

Attempting to pour cold water over hot stones 
Gordon Henderson, MP for Sittingboume and 
Sheppey, said: “I know there is some concern 
new academies will destabilise existing schools 


and take resources away from them, but I don’t 
believe this will be the case. Yes there will be 
challenges but I am sure with some innovative 
thinking KCC will ensure the remaining 
schools are properly supported. 

“The act does include measures that stipulate 
that before a maintained school can convert 
into an academy, its governing body must con¬ 
sult those that they think appropriate on the 
question of whether the school should convert 
into an academy and I will be watching closely 
to ensure this actually happens.” 

The Isle of Sheppey Academy does not fall 
into the list. Its academy status was awarded 
under the previous Labour Government’s 
definition, which sought to increase funds to 
failing schools.

SITTINGBOURNE and Sheppey 
MP Gordon Henderson made an 
emotional plea to save the last 
remaining Magistrates Court in the 
district. 

During his speech the Conservative 
reminded the coalition Government 
that parts of Swale fall into the top 20 
per cent of deprived areas nationally 
adding greater importance to the role 
of the court. 

Concern 

Mr Henderson told fellow MPs: “I 
wish to raise a subject of great con¬ 
cern to many of my constituents<the 
proposed closure of the magistrates 
court in Sittingboume. 

“This is not the first time that 
Sittingboume magistrates court has 
been considered for closure. 
However, during the last review, a 
decision was taken to retain the 
service, not least because of the 
unique nature of its catchment area. 

“Sittingboume Magistrates court 
serves a wide area of north Kent, 


including the borough of Swale 
which has a population of 132,000 
and is the second most deprived area 
in the whole of Kent. 

“There are pockets of severe social 
and economic deprivation, particu¬ 
larly on the Isle of Sheppey. Some 
15 neighbourhoods in the borough 
are in the 20 per cent most deprived 
areas nationally, with 11 of those 
areas being located on Sheppey. 

“As you will be aware, Mr Deputy 
Speaker, people living in deprived 
areas often make up a higher 
proportion of court users than people 
from more affluent areas. 

“I have already made representa¬ 
tions to the Ministry of Justice on 
behalf of my constituents in 
Sittingboume and Sheppey, and I 
urge Ministers now to listen closely 
to my pleas and announce that our 
local court will remain open. 

“I plead with them not just for 
myself, but for all those vulnerable 
constituents living in some very 
deprived areas.” 
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Day in the life of 
men who police 
the high seas

DAYS like the one I spent with 
the police marine tactical unit 
remind me how lucky I am to do 
my job. 

Come rain or shine this hardy lot are out 
on patrol, quietly getting on with the job of 
protecting our community both on and off the 
water. 

The marine unit doesn’t get a great deal of 
publicity, nor do they seek it, so I was delight¬ 
ed to be invited to spend a day with them. 

I met Sergeant Mark Wigmore and his lads 
at Sheerness Docks - home to the 34-tonne 
Tamar class C boat, Princess Alexandra III. 

Safety briefing complete, life-jackets fas¬ 
tened and on-board tour over, the 54-foot, 
five-year-old vessel seemed eager to get to 
sea. Fenders out, the crew darted around, 
executing our textbook departure from port. 

Out at sea, Mark introduced me to the 
automatic identification system (AIS). It’s a 
short range coastal tracking system used on 
ships and by traffic services, such as the 
police, for identifying and locating vessels by 
electronically exchanging information. 

Mark explains that if there’s a ship on the 
water he’ll be able to find it on AIS. Moreover, 
he’ll be able to access some critical data, 
including where it’s been and its destination. 

“If a vessel is in our waters it will be on the 
AIS system and if it’s on the system you can 
be sure we’ve already boarded it or it’s been 
risk-assessed,” he assured me. 

This is essential in the fight against crime. 
Kent has long been a thoroughfare for the 
sex trade, illegal immigrants, gun and drug 
smuggling and more recently terrorism. 

Under Schedule 7 of the Terrorist Act 2000, 
the crew are permitted to board a vessel and 
conduct further investigations, and we pull 
up alongside a large cargo ship. 

Mark says the Greek vessel, Georgis 
Nikolos, is a “tramper” used to transport any¬ 
thing from wood, to fuel or grain - a merce¬ 
nary of the waters. 

“We’ll ask the master for permission to go 
on board and once on deck we’ll be looking for 
anything that stands out as strange.” 

The team will check passports for forgeries, 
the crew log for any new additions, and find 
out if anyone has been to shore and what 
they did. They’ll also be on the lookout for 
tensions on board. 

Mark says: “Most people on board will be 
professional seaman but there’ll be some 
who have joined the crew and we want to

know why. There is an entire community on 
the sea and often it will act as our eyes and 
ears. It’s about being a familiar presence and 
building up relationships and intelligence.” 

I’m amazed as I watch two officers, includ¬ 
ing Dean Rogers, go aboard the Nikolos. They 
have to pull themselves up hundreds of feet 
of rope ladder to get on deck. 

“It can get a bit dodgy when it’s rough,” 
Dean says breezily on his return. “As the ship 
rocks up you have to go as fast as you can 
before it dips back down, and if the wind is 
up you can find yourself swinging.” 

The crew cover the area from the QE2 
bridge in Dartford down to Dungeness, The 
Stour, The Swale and The Medway. They are 
also responsible for the rivers. 

It’s a vast coastline and a huge responsibil¬ 
ity that includes thousands of small pleasure 
crafts and yachts. 

Mark assures me a team of intelligence 
experts are back at base feeding in informa¬ 
tion from sources around the world. 

The unit has come a long way since its first, 
post-war, rowing boat in Rochester. 

The unit is manned by a passionate and 
dedicated team and as I walk away I feel just 
a little bit safer knowing they are responsible 
for policing our waters.

HALF-a-stone down at the three 
week point on the Arriba! commu¬ 
nity weight loss challenge and I 
encountered my first eureka 
moment. 

Surprisingly it had nothing to do with my 
bowel movements, although I’m confident the 
readers of Yourswale will be as relieved as I was 
to know everything is back in working order. 

I’ve felt really good this week. I’m sleeping 
better, awake earlier, feel more vibrant and I’m 
definitely more positive. 

So what dawned on me was something my 
coach, Sara Marmont, has been trying to drum 
in for weeks. I need to think about my long¬ 
term habits, look beyond the twelve-week pro¬ 
gramme and work towards a permanent 
change of lifestyle. 

I confess it’s a bit scary to think my days of 
being a curry eating, wine drinking, TV watch¬ 
ing female version of Holmer Simpson are over. 

Naturally I’m also a bit anxious whether I can 
pull this off. Hence I set out in search of help. 

I talked to David Holbrook at Syndale Gym 
in Faversham. He’s worked as a fitness instruc¬ 
tor for nearly ten years, helping hundreds of 
overweight, elderly or people recovering from 
injury or illness back to physical health. 

David says he can predict almost immedi¬ 
ately who will make the leap to a permanent 
change of lifestyle. 

“First it’s about being honest and open about 
your habits and knowing what you want to 
change,” he advised me. “Then it’s about form¬ 
ing new habits and patterns. 

“Those who tend to stick to changes start off 
gently, but consistently. They may come to the 
gym just once a week, but generally it will be the 
same time each week. There’s a habit forming. 

“Those who want a quick fix generally come 
in a lot at the beginning, but there’s no pattern 
to it. It takes about four to six weeks before 
you can say a habit is forming and after year,

THINKING RIGHT WAY 

ACCORDING to the British Dietetic Association (BDA) peo¬ 
ple who have struggled with their weight are more prone to 
the dangers of all or nothing thinking. This means that if 
they eat a bad food, or miss the gym a few times, they start 
to tell themselves they've failed, and may as well give up. 
Changing this thinking is the key to success. 

If you follow a rigid weight-loss programme, the risk of all 
or nothing thinking is greatly increased. 

That's why fad diets usually fail. When the diet is broken, 
the dieter feels like a failure and gives up, but really it was 
the fad diet that was the failure. 

While research shows that people may lose weight using 
a variety of approaches the BDA have identified 10 common 
factors that lead to long-term weight loss. And they are all 
about achieving a healthy diet and active lifestyle in the long 
term, and not just short-term calorie counting. 

it’s likely you’ll have made lifestyle changes 
that will be permanent. 

“In my experience those people who stick to 
a healthy lifestyle and go the gym for two 
years will probably keep it up for life.” 


David advocates a little by little approach, 
adding: “By making small changes you could 
lose a pound a week. Over a year this is get¬ 
ting on for four stones and by doing it gradual¬ 
ly and by forming new habits you are likely to 
stick to it. You’ll certainly never want to put it 
back on. If you want to make two small 
changes that will be beneficial then drink 
more water and cook your own meals. 

“If you make your own food you’ll naturally 
eat better and understand what you are eat¬ 
ing. If you want a burger have one, but make 
it with lean mince and fresh ingredients.” 

I enjoyed my visit to Syndale Gym and 
David helped me feel more confident about my 
own chances of success. 

Syndale’s clientele is real mix of young fit- 
ties, old fatties and those recovering from ill¬ 
ness. I could see myself really enjoying this 
setting without the fear of sticking out or 
being embarrassed. 

For this reason I’d recommend it. It’s certain¬ 
ly different from my current gym where the 
instructors huddle around their desk together 
like The Sopranos, menacingly holding a pro¬ 
tein shake in place of an AK47. 

So I’m off back to Syndale next week and I’m

Q 


How did you first become a midwife? 



A I married quite young, had four babies of 
my own and loved everything about preg¬ 
nancy, birth and motherhood and was sad to 
leave it all behind once my own family was 
complete so thought midwifery was a way to 
stay involved. At 32 I went back to full-time 
study at university and arrived at my dream 
job six years later. 


Q Why did you set up an independent midwifery service 
what are the advantages compared to the NHS? 

A I believe in the NHS and if I could work the 
way I do now I would never have left, but 
midwifery is more to me than just a job, it is a 
commitment to an individual woman. 

After working locally in two different trusts 
for two years as a new midwife, I soon realised 
I would not be able to stay in such a large 
organisation. I wanted to be one-to-one with 
women, to get to know them and their fami¬ 
lies. Evidence shows that one continuous mid¬ 
wife throughout pregnancy and birth 
improves all outcomes. 

I was often so busy in the NHS that I did not 
have the time to really be the midwife I want¬ 
ed to be or give the personal care that takes 
time. Now I have one woman at a time to give 
attention to and she knows I am a phone call 
away, 24/7. Women want to know the midwife 
who will care for them during their birth and 
know that she will not be going home halfway 
through their labour. 


Q Would you say it is better for children to be born at home 
rather than a hospital? 

A Absolutely. There are still those who 
believe hospital is the safest place but just 
because you believe something does not make 
it fact. Birth is a very safe and normal process, 
not an illness, and we have the evidence that 
for most women, home is the safest and best 
place of all to be. 

You rarely hear women telling horror stories 
about their home births, although unfortu¬ 
nately when they do, it hits the news because 
it is so rare. 

All babies used to be bom at home, then, 
with no evidence to back up the information, 
the public were led to believe hospitals were 
safer and a whole culture was changed. We are 
now trying to change it back and increase the 
homebirth rate but it takes time. 

Women and babies are more likely to end up 
with problems if the birth is treated as a med¬ 
ical event. 

Q Do you think doctors too easily resort to Caesarean 
births? 

A in some cases yes, but it is because they 
view childbirth as a potential problem 
rather than a normal life event. 

They see the worst-case scenario and act on 
it, whereas midwives presume normal till 
proven otherwise. The more often something 
happens the easier it becomes and the more 
normal it seems, but Caesarean births are not 
normal and should be reserved for life-saving. 


Q Can you tell us about some of the most unusual births 
you have been involved with? 

A I travelled to Turkey last year to help a 
woman have a waterbirth and the press 
hounded us as it was so rare. I have helped 
women having twins and breech babies, vagi¬ 
nal births following Caesareans, but the vast 
majority are just normal woman wanting nor¬ 
mal births. 

The best home birth of my career, however, 
was just last week, when I helped my first 
grandchild to be bom at home into his daddy’s 
hands. It was an amazing family occasion and 
an hour after he was bom we were all having 
a celebratory breakfast. 

What would you say is the most rewarding part of your 
job? 

A When I leave the house following a home 
birth, mum, dad and baby are all tucked up 
happily and have not been separated. After all 
these years I still want to run up to the post¬ 
man and say “I helped that happen.” 

Q WIiat role do you think fathers have when it comes to 
childbirth? Do you think he has to be present? 

A What is right for one woman and her part¬ 
ner may not be right for another. 

Some dads want to be fully hands-on and my 
role is to facilitate that. Some dads need to be 
down the pub and my job is to support them in 
that decision. I think couples are too pressured 
to conform to what society thinks.

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Council tax review 
of singles' discount 

COUNCIL tax benefit claimants are 
being warned to check they qualify for a 
single person discount as officials start a 
crackdown. 

Council tax bills are reduced by 25 per 
cent for those living alone, but some may 
have partners or be unwittingly break¬ 
ing the law, according to Swale council. 

A spokesman said: “Officers have 
appointed Capita to undertake a review 
of single person discounts. 

“They will work with Equifax, the 
credit reference agency, using data- 
matching technology to identify where 
people are possibly claiming a discount 
they aren’t entitled to. The review will 
involve about 9,700 taxpayers and fol¬ 
lows a smaller exercise in 2008-09 that 
resulted in savings of £120,000. 

“Taxpayers who claim the single per¬ 
son discount improperly place an unnec¬ 
essary burden on other residents.” 

Cllr Duncan Dewar-Whalley said: “It is 
important that we keep these records up 
to date and accurate. 

“At a time when residents who pay 
their full liability may be struggling 
through the recession, this is a particu¬ 
larly important exercise.” 

Safely back to shore 

SHEERNESS inshore lifeboat was 
launched to rescue a man in a small 
inflatable off the harbour last week. 

The boat launched shortly after 3pm 
on Thursday after reports that a two- 
metre rib had run into difficulty after 
breaking down on the west shore off 
Sheemess harbour. The craft and its sole 
occupant were safely located and taken 
back to shore at Grain. 


Judd's Folly ends cavafier 
attitude to historic venue

OLIVER Cromwell and Winston 
Churchill were both visitors - but 
until recently you would never have 
believed it. 

Standing in place of a once-majestic country 
house, the rundown and seedy Sydnale Hotel 
stifled hundreds of years of rich history. 

However, the arrival of two passionate entre¬ 
preneurs has seen a remarkable reversal of for¬ 
tunes for the site. Businessmen Chris Clements 
and Jason Wolverson bought the failing hotel 
nine months ago after spotting it on the internet 
and becoming intrigued by its past. 

Chris said: “I was looking for a new challenge 
and after running hotels for other people for 
more than 20 years decided it was time to run 
my own. It’s been hard work but a fascinating 
experience.” 

The hotel is now trading under the name 
Judd’s Folly, in homage to its original owner, 
Daniel Judd. Judd, who was bom in 1614, was a 
munitions manufacturer under Cromwell. The 
Ordnance Office’s lead-caster by 1643, Judd was 
the main supplier of shot to the parliamentary 
army during the English Civil War (1642-51). 

Diversifying in 1648, Judd turned derelict 
water-powered Faversham com mills into the 
Oare gunpowder mills. 

The output of the mill was cmcial in the First 
and Second Dutch Wars. Around 1652, Judd

built an elegant seat in a pioneering classical 
style west of Faversham. 

The house, called Syndale, was known locally

It burned down 
g in 1961, but some original parts of the building

and tastefully furnished venue set in three 
acres of open parkland, with distant views to 
Faversham Quay and the Thames Estuary. 

Littered with old photographs and memories 
of times gone by, Judd’s Folly is back firmly in 
the present. 

“Our aim was to create a home from home,” 
Jason explained. “Somewhere people can relax 
on big comfy sofas while they read the papers.” 

“It’s important for people to know this is no 
longer a karaoke bar or late-night venue,” said 
Chris. “It’s a boutique hotel set in beautiful sur¬ 
roundings with good-quality dining.” 

The building will also house a wine bar - aptly 
named Cromwells - and banqueting rooms pro¬ 
vide a venue for business functions, weddings 
and parties. Chris said he was keen to become 
part of the Swale community, purchasing local 
produce and eager to be included in town 
events. The project has also created jobs for four 
members of staff left high and dry by the 
doomed Conniston Hotel in Sittingboume.

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Could budget cut mean 
end of speed cameras?

TRANSPORT chiefs at County 
Hall are set to review the effective¬ 
ness of speed cameras - but they 
have ruled out a quick decision 
about the future of the network. 

Councils across the country are considering 
scrapping the cameras altogether after the 
Government slashed £38 million of road safe¬ 
ty funding, but KCC says it will review the sit¬ 
uation before any decisions are made. 

The authority has already slashed more 
than £500,000 from its speed camera budget 
for this year as part of a £15m savings plan, in 
line with other local authorities in the UK. 

Cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard said: “The Government has cut the 
grant for speed cameras and therefore we are 
going to pass that cut on. 

“We have always seen speed cameras as 
potentially improving road safety and never as 
an income generator, but if there are some 
cameras that are not contributing to road safe¬ 
ty then I would want to identify those. 

“I want to discuss the cuts with the police 
and the safety camera partnership, because 
we haven’t had the opportunity yet to proper¬ 
ly reflect on what they might mean for the 
county.” 

When asked if KCC might follow the lead of 
other councils in scrapping some cameras, Cllr 
Chard replied: “I don’t want to predict any¬ 
thing and I don’t want to compromise the safe¬ 
ty of road-users in Kent. 

“It needs proper consideration rather than a 
very quick reaction.” 

As a result of the funding cut, councillors in 
Oxfordshire voted to switch off all 72 of the 
county’s speed cameras from this weekend. 

Networks in Devon, Cornwall, Somerset and 
Northamptonshire are also among those 
under review. 

Earlier this year, the Kent and Medway 
Safety Camera Partnership revealed that 
more than 33,400 speeding tickets were issued 


to motorists in 2008-09, earning more than 
£2m for the central government pot. 

But despite claims by the partnership of a 63 
per cent reduction in the number of people 
killed or seriously injured since 2002, 
motorists’ groups say they want to see the 
cameras go. 

Ian Taylor, Kent spokesman for the 
Association of British Drivers, said it was bad 
driving rather than excessive speed that 
caused accidents. 

“There may be a few accident blackspots 
where speed cameras do a good job, but not 


many. We regard them as an excuse for rev¬ 
enue raising. The money might not go back to 
the council but it ends up in the public purse,” 
he said. 

“I just hope that if they’re taken away it 
doesn’t open the door for more speed humps 
and 20mph limit zones.” 

The move to discontinue central funding for 
speed cameras was included in the coalition 
agreement. 

Road safety minister Mike Penning said the 
Government was delivering on its pledge to 
“end the war on the motorist”. 


Kent counts down to Olympic gains 


TWO years from now the eyes of the world will 
be firmly set on the UK as the Olympic Games 
return to London after 62 years. 

An official launch marked the start of the 
countdown at the Olympic Park in east 
London last Tuesday. 

Kent will feature prominently during the 
Olympics and Paralympics, with 37 training 
camps for thousands of competitors. 

They include Margate beach, which will pro¬ 
vide training facilities for volleyball teams, 
Brands Hatch for cyclists, and Ashford’s Julie 
Rose Stadium for athletes. 

Cllr Mike Hill, cabinet member for commu¬ 
nities at County Hall, said the authority was 
working to maximise benefits to Kent. 

“We’ve got a large number of contracts worth 
about £20 million and we’re expecting more to 
come,” he said. 

Cllr Hill said KCC is also focusing on the 
Cultural Olympiad which showcases the UK’s 
arts and culture. 

Asked how much money the Games could 
potentially bring to the county, Cllr Hill said: 
“The Open Golf next year is estimated to bring 
in £70 million through investment. 

“That’s bringing in a quarter of a million 
people, so we should bring in a substantial

amount through tourism and business. We are 
very close to the Games, but we are also close 
to Europe.” 

To celebrate the countdown, sporting, cultur¬ 
al and art events took place as part of the 
Open Weekend challenge last week, when res¬ 
idents took part in activities ranging from 
belly-dancing to speed drawing. 

Sport and Olympic minister Hugh 
Robertson said it was a great opportunity to 
get involved in London 2012. 

The MP for Faversham and Mid Kent was at 


the launch of the countdown at the Olympic 
Park with London Mayor Boris Johnson and 
former athlete and chairman of the London 
Organising Committee of the Olympic Games 
(LOCOG), Sebastian Coe. 

Mr Robertson said: “London 2012 is in excel¬ 
lent shape. The construction phase is 70 per 
cent complete and the LOCOG has attracted 
an unprecedented level of commercial spon¬ 
sorship. 

“We are making real strides in developing a 
meaningful sports legacy which will be 
announced in the autumn.” 

Tuesday’s launch was also part of a new 
campaign to invite volunteers to help out at 
the Games. 

Organisers are searching for 70,000 volun¬ 
teers, and Cllr Hill said several thousand are 
already on the Kent database. 

In Medway, thousands of people marked the 
countdown with a one-mile fun run around 
Rochester. They were joined by sporting stars 
Paul Nihill, the 1964 Tokyo Olympic silver 
medallist in the 50km walk, and Liz McVeigh, 
a member of the women’s rowing team in the 
1980 Moscow Olympics.

Electoral reform 
scheme 'doesn't 
go far enough' 

A PLANNED referendum on electoral 
reform offering a change to the "alternative 
vote’ system has been met with cross-party 
derision in Kent. 

Next year the public will be asked if they 
want to abolish the current ‘first past the 
post’ format for electing MPs - a referen¬ 
dum agreed by the Conservatives when 
forming the coalition with the Lib Dems. 

Under the alternative vote (AV) system 
proposed, voters rank candidates in order 
of preference. Anyone receiving more than 
50 per cent is elected, otherwise the person 
with the fewest votes is eliminated and 
their backers’ second choices are counted. 

However, some of Kent’s most outspoken 
politicians say such a reform does not go far 
enough in ensuring a Parliament that is 
truly representative of the public. 

Former UK Independence Party leader 
Nigel Farage, who lives in Westerham, near 
Sevenoaks, said the AV system would make 
very little difference to the current make¬ 
up of the House of Commons. 

He added that many parties prefer the 
AV+ system, in which there is a top-up 
group of MPs whose election is based on 
regional votes for parties. 

Preferential 

Mr Farage, a South East MEP, said: “AV 
is preferential but still not proportional. 
You could still end up with a party like ours 
that attracts more than a million votes but 
still doesn’t get any MPs. 

“Nick Clegg has let his party down 
because this is not what they fought for.” 

The referendum, due to be held on May 5 
next year, will pose the question - ‘Do you 
want the United Kingdom to adopt the 
‘alternative vote’ system instead of the cur¬ 
rent ‘first past the post’ system for electing 
MPs to the House of Commons?’ 

Shepway Lib Dem councillor Peter 
Carroll, who lost out to Tory rival Helen 
Grant in the race to become Maidstone’s 
new MP, admitted the AV system was not 
what most Lib Dems were looking for. 

He said: “I can’t see that the alternative 
vote is going to revolutionise the system. 

“It’s wrong that parties like UKIP don’t 
have a representative in Parliament. I may 
not agree with their views but a lot of peo¬ 
ple voted for them.” 

KCC Labour leader Cllr Leslie Christie 
said: “Last year was very bad for Labour. In 
the county council elections we received 17 
per cent of the vote but only two per cent of 
the number of councillors, so there’s a clear 
case misrepresentation. Personally I’d 
rather have a clear-cut government or 
council rather than one run by coalitions.” 

Cllr Christie’s view is shared by Tory 
North Thanet MP Roger Gale, who added 
that the AV system was a “cop-out for peo¬ 
ple who can’t make up their minds”. 

He added: “I don’t want to create a situa¬ 
tion where we are in perpetual coalition.” 

Kent MPs join call for 
referendum date change 

FIVE of Kent’s Tory MPs have signed an 
Early Day Motion calling for the voting 
reform referendum to be moved because it 
clashes with devolved elections. 

Mark Reckless (Rochester and Strood), 
Tracey Crouch (Chatham and Aylesford), 
Adam Holloway (Gravesham), Bob Stewart 
(Beckenham) and Michael Fallon 
(Sevenoaks) are among 44 fellow 
Conservatives to have backed the motion. 

They believe that holding the referendum 
on May 5 next year - the same day as the 
Welsh Assembly, Scottish Parliament, 
Northern Ireland Assembly and some local 
council elections - could “cloud the referen¬ 
dum debate”.

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IN A FLUTTER ABOUT RARITY 


One of Britain's rarest butterflies is making a 
dramatic comeback in Kent. 

Experts reintroduced the pearl-bordered 
fritillary in 2007 after it disappeared in the 
county - and now it is flourishing. 

It is a distinctive butterfly which should be 
easy to spot. It is a bright orange and black 
with what looks like white pearls on the edge 
of its hindwing. 

A project to bring it back was launched 
by the Forestry Commission, Butterfly 
Conservation and RSPB. And it has been 
seen in record numbers in Tudeley Woods, 
near Tunbridge Wells. 


After several years of coppicing there is now 
a good supply of plants for caterpillars, helping 
to boost the numbers of butterflies. 

In previous years, it had been living in small 
numbers at just 10 sites across the south east. 

Butterfly Conservation senior regional 
officer Dan Hoare said: "These projects 
are pivotal to the success of this butterfly's 
conservation in the future." 

The project used butterflies captured from 
Forestry Commission land at Rewell Wood near 
Chichester. They were then transported to 
Kent, and the good weather also helped make 
the move a success. 


Pub opening times 
review in bid to end 
our drinking culture

A REVIEW of 24-hour drinking 
has been welcomed by the voice of 
Kent’s police officers, who brand¬ 
ed the legislation “a mistake”. 

Ian Pointon - chairman of the Kent Police 
Federation - said late-night boozing had cre¬ 
ated more problems than it had solved and 
had resulted in less officers being available to 
fight crime during the day. 

His comments follow the announcement by 
Home Secretary Theresa May that the 
Government is to crack down on binge-drink¬ 
ing and give communities more power to 
oppose 24-hour pubs and clubs. 

The proposals could also spell the end for 
anti-social behaviour orders (Asbos), with 
Mrs May saying a “change in emphasis” 
was necessary. 

Mr Pointon said: “I think the introduction 
of 24-hour drinking without the requisite 
change in culture was a mistake. 

“The idea was that we would somehow 
develop a Continental cafe culture but that 
hasn’t happened, especially in town centres. 

“The feedback I’ve received from officers is 
that they’ve had more problems with people 
since the 24-hour laws came in. 

“They’re also working into the early hours, 
which means they’re not available at other 
times of the day when the public would like 
to see them. 

“It’s time to say let’s have a long hard look 
at the licensing hours, coupled with the 
drinking culture in this country.” 

Mr Pointon’s criticism of 24-hour drinking 
is shared by Kent’s former Chief Constable 
Mike Fuller, who warned against its intro¬ 


duction in an interview with KOS Media 
back in January, 2005. 

In a follow-up discussion in April, 2006, Mr 
Fuller said: “I think the Government and the 
health authorities are going to have a very 
difficult task in changing the culture that 
exists at the moment where young people go 
out and get totally drunk. 

“Now they have a longer period in which to 
do that, and our night-time economy has had 
to expand as a result.” 

According to the Home Office, about one mil¬ 
lion alcohol-related violent crimes were com¬ 
mitted last year, with a fifth of all violent inci¬ 
dents taking place in or around a pub or club. 

Cheap booze 

Mrs May’s licensing plans also include forc¬ 
ing late-night bars to contribute to policing 
costs and street cleaning, and a ban on the 
selling of alcohol below cost price. 

The latter suggestion will come as a blow to 
supermarket bosses who use cut-price beer 
and alcopop deals to lure shoppers into buy¬ 
ing other goods from their stores. 

Mr Pointon said some such offers were 
“irresponsible” - a view shared by the opera¬ 
tions director of the east Kent-based Thorley 
Taverns pub chain, Phil Thorley. 

He said: “I think 24-hour drinking is actu¬ 
ally a bit of a myth because so few 24-hour 
licences have been issued and many of those 
that had were rescinded because they were 
not being operated properly. 

“It’s easy to blame everything on 24-hour 
drinking when it’s actually the below-cost 
selling of alcohol in supermarkets that is at 
fault. You’ve only got to enter a local park at 
night to see who is drinking it and what 
problems it’s creating. 

“Below-cost selling is good for supermar¬ 
kets, but it’s a real danger to our society.” 


Two apples a day keep the doctor away 


WE’VE all heard the expression about an apple 
a day, but who knew that if the dose is doubled, 
the benefits grow even more. 

New research suggests doctors could be wor¬ 
ried if we all turn to Kentish apples to keep 
them away on a full time basis. 

The findings are from ISAFRUIT, a research 
project partly paid for by the European 
Commission. Its researchers found that if we 
scoff a pair of apples a day, our cholesterol can 
be reduced by an astonishing 10 per cent. 

Paddock Wood based Norman Collett Ltd is a 
member of the English Fruit Marketing Group. 

Sarah Calcutt, its business development 
manager, said: “The health benefits of 
eating English apples as part of your 
daily diet are already well documented 
and researched. 

“Now we are seeing the benefits regu¬ 
lar consumption of two apples a day can 
have in helping reduce cholesterol levels.’ 


And American Tammi Flynn, a dietician and 
author of the 3-Apple-A-Day-Book, recommends 
an apple before every meal will help us loose 
three times the amount of weight than previous 
dieting attempts without the apples. 

She claims a triple dose of apples a day helped 
376 people lose 6,312 pounds in 12 weeks. 

The discoveries are backed by research car¬ 
ried out by Washington State University in the 
Sensory Evaluation Laboratory at the School of 
Food Science on Rubens and seven other vari¬ 
eties of apples. 

It showed Rubens giving a balance between 
sweetness and sourness, with high apple 
flavour intensity. 

Rubens was also judged high in firm¬ 
ness, crispness and juiciness. 

Colletts started exclusively planting 
the Rubens in 2007 and has seen 
demand soar 400 per cent - it now has 
140,000 trees dedicated to this variety.

Motoring institute should stick to issues of driving rather than that of cyclists, suggests Gary Wril 



THE Institute of Advanced Motorists is 
busying itself with the habits of drunk 
cyclists this week under the clever head¬ 
line ‘Pedals and Pimms don’t mix’. 

With absolutely no figures to back it up, Neil Greig 
the IAM’s director of policy and research called for, 
well, more research into cycling accidents. 

As the director of research, if he wants more 
research, don’t tell us, just get on and organise it. 

I was shocked to read you can be fined up to £1,000 
for riding your bike on the road while drunk. I have 
never seen such a court case and understand it’s a 
technical issue of being in control on a public road, 
which would cost a fortune to gain a conviction and 
I don’t think our busy cops will bother. Equally, I am 
surprised that IAM is bothering with this issue. 

The IAM (that’s the institute of smug drivers not a 
the pet food manufacturer) points out “though drink¬ 
driving is socially unacceptable, many people would¬ 
n’t think twice about cycling after consuming more 
than the legal blood-alcohol limit for driving”. 

And, there’s another nugget of advice contained in 
their statement to the Press, where it points out that 
a lot of drunk cyclists will be riding home in the dark 
“increasing the dangers involved”. It also says that if 
the cyclist is in a collision with another vehicle “you 
are likely to come off worst”. Well who’d have guessed? 

I’m sure someone at IAM believed it was worth a 


statement to the Press, but there are a couple of 
points with which I shall take issue: 

Firstly, be clear all you folk at IAM, drink-driving is 
illegal. Cycling while drunk is not. Since there is clear¬ 
ly a balance issue if you are absolutely drunk, I think 
it unlikely that you’ll cycle home anyway, but you can 
at least cycle to the pub, and then push it home. 

Secondly, and more importantly, what the devil is 
the Institute of Advanced Motorists doing by concern¬ 
ing itself with such an issue? What next, drunks on 
foot who may stagger out into the road? 

This kind of nanny-state demand for more research 
and, inevitably, more stupid legislation died with the 
last Labour government. 

And good riddance. I don’t much care for cyclists as 
I have said before (and there is a part of me that 
believe they should pay road tax or get off the road). 

But if an adult makes a reasoned decision to get 
from point A to B knowing that he (or she) may have 
one too many so they choose to take their pushbike, 
then well done them. We have spent hundreds of 
thousands on cycle lanes so if they use those, what 
business is it of smug drivers? If a drunk cyclists 
crashes into a hedge on their way home, that is their 
business and I don’t particularly care. 

And neither should the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists. It should stick to recruiting members with 
good at driving commentaries and 10 per cent insur¬ 
ance discounts for their ‘advanced’ drivers and let 
cyclists live their lives as they want to.

Disturbing questions 
about exam papers 

NCT, the UK’s largest parenting 
charity, has highlighted concerns 
that school exam papers may have 
been subject to the influence of 
commercial organisations. 

The charity has come across two 
recent science exam questions pre¬ 
senting misleading and inaccurate 
information that would directly 
benefit formula milk companies. 

One of the questions, which fea¬ 
tured in a GCSE chemistry paper, 
also directs students to mistrust 
charities. The question presents a 


label for a fictional packet of infant 
formula milk, called My Baby 
Food’, as the basis for a question 
about calcium carbonate. It then 
goes on to other issues relating to 
formula milk. On several counts the 
information presented on this label 
is misleading, incorrect and in con¬ 
travention of UK regulations. For 
example, it claims the milk is ‘pure 
and natural’ and makes claims 
about nutritional value which are 
not permitted in UK advertising. 

The question then goes on to put 
forward several biased arguments, 
presented as ‘information’, includ¬ 
ing a claim that without free formu¬ 
la milk babies in the developing 
world might die of malnutrition. 

This contradicts research estimat¬ 
ing that about 1.45 million children 
die every year through lack of 
breastfeeding, mainly as a result of 
unsafe bottle feeding, as well as the 
UNICEF and WHO guidance on 
the risks of formula use in develop¬ 
ing countries and in disasters. 

Charities working to support 
mothers who want to breastfeed are 
also negatively caricatured in the 
question, in the guise of‘Mrs I M 
Right’, founder of fictional organisa¬ 
tion ‘Responsible Mothers Are Us’. 
Her extreme views are framed by a 
reference to the fact that she has 
‘made a career in goodness’ and is 
paid from donations by the public. 

The marking criteria for this 
paper only judges a student’s abili¬ 
ty to interpret and accept the infor¬ 
mation presented, with no room to 
critique or dispute the claims. 

In another example, a SAT paper 


used in Key Stage 3 again demon¬ 
strates bias towards formula over 
breast milk, claiming fair compar¬ 
isons between the two when in fact 
the information is presented with¬ 
out crucial context. 

We are concerned about the fact 
these questions present inaccurate 
and misleading information to stu¬ 
dents in an educational setting, by 
bodies that are highly trusted and 
regarded as an authority on these 
matters. The GCSE paper in partic¬ 
ular carries incorrect information 
that seems so inappropriate and so 
biased that it suggests the influ¬ 
ence of formula companies, which 
would mean there is a much bigger 
principle at stake here. 

We want to see these questions 
and any others like them removed 
and new regulations created to 
ensure no question can contain bias 
that would assist a commercial 
company. We are also offended at 
the misrepresentation of the role of 
charities, which are required to 
demonstrate benefit to the public. 
Such inaccurate portrayals should 
not be permitted in exam papers. 

NCT has already submitted its 
concerns, supported by detailed evi¬ 
dence, to Ofqual and the Charity 
Commission, with a request for a 
detailed investigation into commer¬ 
cial influence on exam papers.

Victims of sex abuse 
deserve our support 

There is little help out there for 
children and adults who have suf¬ 
fered rape or sexual abuse, except 
for charitable services. With the 
exception of a few forensic exami¬ 
nation centres for rape victims dot¬ 
ted around the country, there are 
no specialist services available on 
the NHS. 

Yet we have extensive services for 
drugs and alcohol, obesity and even 
smoking. The victims of rape and 
childhood sexual abuse are legion. 
Latest research in The Lancet tells 
us that between five-ten per cent of 
girls and one-five per cent of boys 
suffer sexual abuse and only 14 per 
cent of rapes are ever reported. 

Family Matters saw 179 rape vic¬ 
tims last year - a quarter of them 
under 16. Kent has only one, part- 
time, rape exam suite, at Darent 
Hospital. This is not good enough. 

Our children and women (and 
some men) are at risk. We have to 
share the responsibility for stop¬ 
ping this abuse and helping those 
who have suffered it. Victims need 
specialist charities to be funded to 
support them throughout Kent. 
Rape victims need a new 24/7 sexu¬ 
al assault referral centre in the 
East and Coastal area of the county 
to run in tandem with the clinic at 
Darent Hospital. It must be man¬ 
aged as a victim-centered facility by 
a specialist charity with victim- 
linked governance. North Kent PCT 
is about to commission £100,000 on 
helping people give up smoking. 

Unlike sexual abuse and rape, 
smoking is a lifestyle choice and 
people can give up without help. 

Those who were given no choice 
should be your priority.

Focus on dangers of 
countryside driving 

ONCE synonymous with slow Sunday 
drivers and tractors holding up the traf¬ 
fic, country roads were the means of 
escape from the urban grind. 

But new figures have revealed they 
are now the scene for two thirds of all 
fatal crashes, where motorists have put 
their foot down despite not knowing 
what was around the comer. 

And as well as the tragedy of the 
deaths, a massive £1.6 million is spent 
on each fatal casualty alone. 

To warn people of the dangers, a coun¬ 
try roads campaign has being launched 
by Kent Highway Services that looks to 
bring home the message to drivers not to 
take speed to the limit. 

Campaigners say the main reason for 
such a high proportion of fatalities is the 
inappropriate use of speed in constantly 
changing driving conditions. 

Steve Horton, Kent Highway Services 
road safety team leader, said: “The cam¬ 
paign is designed to reach everyone who 
drives in Kent. All drivers use a country 
road at some point.” 

Kent Highway Services hope the cam¬ 
paign will make drivers realise the 
many hazards on mral roads. 


THE QUEEN has given Royal 
Assent to a new law that allows 
authorities in Kent to shut down 
roads to allow big movies to be shot. 

It’s been greeted as great news for the county, 
which has become the first area outside London 
to succeed in gaining the unusual power. 

Films are big business and the Kent Film 
Office boasts it has created £14 million for the 
county already since it was set up just four 
years ago. This has been achieved with films 
paying for scenes to be shot in the county and 
the spin-off to local economies from visitors 
keen to see the actual locations. 

Recent major movies made in Kent, at least 
partially, include The Other Boleyn Girl, at 
Penshurst Place, Dover Castle and Knole Park, 
starring Natalie Portman, Scarlett Johansson 
and Eric Bana; Reese Witherspoon in Vanity 
Fair; Daniel Craig in The Golden Compass; and 
Sherlock Holmes at the Historic Dockyard 
Chatham, starring Jude Law and Robert 
Downey Jr. 

There have also been several other

smaller titles like The Calling with Ramsgate 
actress Brenda Blethyn alongside Rita 
Tushingham, Amanda Donohoe and Academy 
Award nominated Susannah York. 

The BBC has also made films and series in 
Kent, including Emma, which starred Michael 
Gambon, Romola Garai and Jonny Lee Miller; 
and Is Anybody There?, in which Michael Caine 
played an elderly man grappling with his own 
mortality. 

Poirot was filmed in St Margaret’s Bay near 
Dover, plus Bob Hoskins and Sean Wilton starred 
in Ruby Blue which was filmed in Thanet. 

Red tape 

The floodgates could now open for many more 
major titles. Hollywood is constantly looking to 
England for unusual locations, but closing 
roads is always a major red-tape hurdle that 
can take weeks to organise. With the new law 
in place, it can be done much faster, making 
Kent much more attractive to producers.

Kent County Council said the push for the 
law shows its passion and support for local 
business and the local economy by maximising 
the multi-million pound benefits from the 
industry. It became an Act of Parliament much 
earlier than expected after passing through 
without objection, it said. 

The Film Office reassured residents they 
would not be edited out of the loop, and would 
be consulted should an application to close 
their road is made. 

KCC said that while the law gives legal pow¬ 
ers to close roads, the Kent Film Office will con¬ 
tinue to work closely with local residents and 
businesses and take their needs into account. 

Tanya Oliver, director of strategic develop¬ 
ment and public access, added: “This is really 
exciting for Kent. We can now offer filmmakers 
a real flexibility to meet their needs and that’s 
going to make us an even more attractive 
prospect. I think our county is set for stardom 
that will benefit everyone.”

IT HAS been more than 25 years 
since George Peppard chewed on a 
cigar and uttered the immortal 
line “I love it when a plan comes 
together!” 

Joe Carnahan’s big screen revamp of The A- 
Team doesn’t quite come together, lacking the 
low-rent charm of the original. 

Indeed, nothing is impossible in this all- 
guns-blazing adventure for Colonel John 
‘Hannibal’ Smith (Liam Neeson), Lieutenant 
Templeton ‘Face’ Peck (Bradley Cooper), 
Captain ‘Howlin’ Mad’ Murdoch (Sharlto 
Copley) and Sergeant Bosco ‘B.A.’ Baracus 
(Quinton ‘Rampage’ Jackson). 

Framed for the murder of their good friend, 
General Morrison (Gerald McRaney), the 
enterprising soldiers break out of military 
prison and hijack a plane, which is subse¬ 
quently shot down by military gunships. 

The quick-thinking quartet leap into an 
armoured tank - handily parked in the hold - 
just before the plane explodes, then parachute 
to terra firma at breakneck speed, shooting 
down the gunships using the tank’s weapons 
systems. 

Jessica Biel’s plucky heroine, newly-demoted 
army lieutenant Charissa Sosa, isn’t kidding 
when she observes: “They are the best... and 
they specialise in the ridiculous.” 

She gives chase along with tenacious CIA 
agent Lynch (Patrick Wilson) and his under¬ 
lings. 

The A-Team is preposterous, asking us to 
believe that each member of the squad pos¬ 
sesses split-second timing to rescue their bud¬ 
dies from almost certain death. 

Villains help the cause by delaying execu¬ 
tions until the last second, as if they are 
expecting their plans to be thwarted. 

Sure enough they are, reaching a crescendo 
with an overblown final showdown at the 
docks, on a ship laden with cargo containers. 


Neeson is miscast in a role that demands far 
more charisma as the master tactician who 
vows: “I’d rather face a firing squad than 
betray you guys.” 

Thankfully, Cooper is a perfect fit for an 
incorrigible ladies’ man, merrily flaunting his 
washboard abs to pique the interest of wives 
and girlfriends in the audience. 

Copley is often unintelligible as “a function¬ 
ing lunatic”, who paints his face blue and pre¬ 
tends to be Braveheart, riding a hobbyhorse 
into battle against the English. 

He bickers incessantly with Jackson’s hard 


man, who has the words PITY and FOOL tat¬ 
tooed across his knuckles. 

Biel is surplus to requirements but Wilson 
has a ball as a dashing yet unconventional 
spook, who treats his perilous mission like a 
fun day out. 

It’s no surprise when Charissa berates 
Lynch for riding roughshod over her agents 
and he cheekily retorts: “CIA’s got rules. 
They’re just cooler than yours.” 

Carnahan augments most scenes with 
flashy special effects and a booming orchestral 
score from Alan Silvestri that seems to have 


only one volume setting: deafening. 

At least the theme tune is still recognisable 
beneath all of the clatter. 

For die-hard fans, Carnahan affectionately 
pays tribute to the TV version with cameos 
from Dirk Benedict and Dwight Schultz, aka 
the original Face and Murdoch, after the end 
credits.

The contestants were all refresh¬ 
ingly nervous, unlike most of the 
public on the box these days who are 
primed to be as bubbly as possible. It 
is like watching a genuine Victorian 
parlour game on your flatscreen TV.

THE Ardennes, an area 
spanning the border 
between Brussels and 
France, has all the joys of 
the Gallic country’s most 
popular attributes - quaint 
villages, stunning architec¬ 
ture, a rich history - with¬ 
out the crowds, and sadly 
also without its own wine. 

In times of unreliable air travel, 
another big attraction is the area is 
well served by the high speed TGV 
train, and can be reached within a 
couple of hours from Paris. 

It took us a morning to get from 
London to Charleville-Mezieres - 
the twinned cities which serve as 
the Ardennes’ central hub - by 
Eurostar and TGV. 

Best known as the birthplace of 
the poet Arthur Rimbaud, the city is 
incredibly proud of its heritage. 

Rimbaud, sadly, was less proud of 
his birthplace and spent most of his 
youth trying to escape, eventually liv¬ 
ing in places as far flung as Ethiopia. 

Among Charleville’s other attrac¬ 
tions is the Place Ducale, a Louis 
XIII square, built, like the city itself, 
by the young Italian prince Charles 
de Gonzague to rival Paris’s Place 
des Vosges. 

The Great Puppeteer’s Clock on 
the facade of the Puppetry Institute 
is also worth a visit. Every hour the 
mechanical Great Puppeteer treats 
his spectators to a show, and every 
couple of years the city hosts the 
world’s biggest puppetry festival. 

After a day’s sightseeing I was look¬ 
ing forward to the highlight of the 
trip: two nights staying in a castle. 

Just half an hour from Charleville 
is the town of Sedan, which is over-

looked by the largest fortified castle 
in Europe, Chateau de Sedan. 

The only small disappointment is 
that the owners haven’t capitalised 
on its history. Rooms are done up 
simply, without four-poster beds or 
period furniture. 

Fortunately the restaurant makes 
up for this oversight. With views 
over the courtyard and the fort’s 
many turrets, a roaring log fire, and 
sumptuous paintings and red cur¬ 
tains. And the food is exquisite. 

For lunch, we ventured out of the 
hotel and tried the effortlessly rustic 
Brasserie Artisanale du Chateau 
Fort, just opposite the entrance to 
the Historium. 

Next stop was the peaceful Abbey 
Church and the Musee du Feutre 
(felt museum) in the town of Mouzon. 

After another night at the Hotel 
Le Chateau, we headed for the hills, 
literally. 

Near Olizy Primat, in the south of 
the Ardennes, is the Parc Argonne

Decouverte, which allows visitors to 
see nocturnal animals by day. 

In a fenced compound along a dis¬ 
covery trail in the woods, lay a wolf, 
while in the park’s darkened indoor 
mini zoo, UV lights reveal the scur¬ 
rying of teeny harvest mice. Not a 
trip for the faint-hearted! 

A warm goat’s cheese salad and a 
glass of red wine in the “tree tops 
restaurant” calmed my nerves 
before our next stop, a museum of 
the Ardennes’ metal-working histo¬ 
ry at the Domaine de Vendresse. 

Our bed for the night was in the 
sweet village of Jandun at Jocelyne 
Bournonville’s Chambre d’Hotes 
(www.milaville.com). 

More than a B&B, these French 
institutions offer a home-cooked 
meal with fellow travellers. 

A scenic drive along the Meuse 
valley back to Charleville, with stops 
at the star-shaped fortifications of 
Rocroi and the town of Montherme, 
provided a beautiful end to our trip.

BMW’s all-new 5-Series has a bon¬ 
net apparently sculpted by the 
weight of an elephant’s backside. 

But the latest ‘Five’ (from £31,360) is still 
classier and sleeker than its impressive pred¬ 
ecessor and the fit and finish and materials 
quality is peerless. 

It’s gimmicky inside though: I found the 
sounds/sat nav iDrive interface irritating and 
the ‘ergonomic’ auto gearbox selector is also 
ugly and fussy to use - until you get used to it. 

Once under way though, my mutterings 
subsided; this new BMW is a true class act 
and there’s even a piece of new technology that 
I do like - the ‘head-up’ display for the speedo. 

Despite being slightly larger than before, the 
car feels nimble and bowls along beautifully 
with the use of aluminium for some bodywork, 
enhancing the natural balance of BMW’s 
classic rear-wheel drive layout. 

This adds to a mix of sure-footed handling 
and out-and-out cruising comfort that counter¬ 
attacks its arch-rival, the Jaguar XF.

auto or manual mode but, in the case of our 
£37,175 530d SE diesel test car, it manages to 
lower C02 emissions (160g/km) enough to 
limbo beneath the upper limit on road tax 
bracket G thereby incurring a flat £ 155/year. 

The six-speed manual’s 166g/km though 
means a £250 hit in year one plus £180 there¬ 
after and there will be benefit in kind conse¬ 
quences too. 

On paper, the auto is marginally better on 
fuel as well - the official combined mpg is 45.6 
against 44.8 for the manual - and yet both 
cars can leap smoothly to 62mph in just 6.3 
seconds. 

The lightweight 245bhp in-line six-cylinder 
diesel is a delight, delivering power freely and 
smoothly with a barely audible burble worthy 
of a V8 petrol unit. 

The BMW also has a clear edge over the 
rival Jag in cabin space, where the new 
model’s longer wheelbase allows even more 
legroom than before and greater passenger 
comfort, yet the boot appears more cavernous. 

I was also impressed by the amount of kit 
that comes as standard - not a comment made 
often on BMWs in the past, especially so soon 
after launch.

Small price rise 
shows lack of 
market stability 

THE growing uncertainty surrounding 
the stability of the UK residential hous¬ 
ing market has been confirmed in the 
tentative rise in house prices recorded by 
Communities and Local Government. 

Figures indicate that the average price 
of a UK home increased by 0.7 per cent 
between May and April, just 11 per cent 
higher than in May 2009, Government 
statistics show. 

The adjusted average house price in 
the UK for May stood at £209,505, 
reflecting just 1.7 per cent growth for the 
preceding three months. 

This month-on-month increase stands 
in contrast to the small increase record¬ 
ed in the Nationwide Building Society 
figures and the declines reported by 
Halifax and the Land Registry for the 
same month. 

Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors chief economist Simon 
Rubinsohn suggested that ‘low transac¬ 
tion volumes” are adding to “volatility of 
the individual series”. 

Villagers 'being 
forced out by 
cost of homes' 

YOUNG people in rural areas are find¬ 
ing it increasingly difficult to get on to 
the property ladder, according to 
PricedOut.org.uk. 

The lobby group’s press officer Katy 
John claims that affordability in the 
countryside is an increasing problem, 
with the average property now costing 
10 times the average salary. 

It is therefore time that the govern¬ 
ment recognises what effect the buy-to- 
let boom and the demand for second 
houses has had, she added. 

In the latest research from the 
National Housing Federation, it was 
revealed that 65 per cent of people living 
in the countryside feel that first-time 
buyers are being forced out of their local 
villages by high house prices. 

“The Government needs to establish 
and meet clear targets for building more 
homes in rural areas, particularly suit¬ 
able homes for young families trying to 
get on the housing ladder.”

VILLAGE HOMES: Small developments might not need planning permission under the Right to Build scheme

VILLAGES will be able to build 
new homes without getting plan¬ 
ning permission from their local 
authority if the Government’s 
‘Right To Build’ proposals come 
into effect. 

The plan is meant to deliver the dual bene¬ 
fits of increasing the amount of affordable 
homes in rural areas and giving more power to 
local communities, as mapped out in Prime 
Minister David Cameron’s Big Society propos¬ 
als. 

It is an attempt to move power in planning 
away from local authorities and enable vil¬ 
lagers to have far more of a say in what is 
going to be constructed. 

Mandate 

Housing minister Grant Shapps has said the 
idea is that small developments of fewer than 
20 homes can be built without planning per¬ 
mission. 

Voting on proposals would be carried out 
during local elections and the Government 
says a large mandate in favour - maybe up to 
80 per cent - would be necessary for the devel¬ 
opment plans to go ahead. 

Mr Shapps said: “Loads of people in village 
communities are saying ‘Our school’s closing, 
our post offices are under threat, we’re losing 
our community facilities’. 

“Our problem is that the young people grow 
up and find they can’t afford to live in this vil¬ 
lage any more. 

“We believe that people have a right to stay 
in their community, and if people want to build 
that community to make it a bit bigger and 
expand it a bit, within reason, they should 
have the powers to do that.” 

But the Campaign to Protect Rural England 


(CPRE) said that the proposal needs a little 
more thought. 

“A more democratic approach to house build¬ 
ing is welcome, as local people should always 
be given a say in development,” said the 
CPRE’s head of planning Fiona Howie. 

‘We are pleased that the Government is con¬ 
sidering how to protect and enhance rural vil¬ 
lage life, and delivering affordable housing in 
rural areas will be a critical part of this. 

“However, bypassing the planning process is 
not the way to deliver it, and any proposals 
should include proper planning scrutiny. 

“The level and location of development 
should be informed by a proper assessment of 


local housing need and an understanding of 
whether the local environment can accommo¬ 
date more development. 

“This capacity should be assessed through 
democratic local plans, and not a simple ballot. 

“A central part of the Government’s wider 
planning reform proposals is to give local com¬ 
munities a pivotal role in shaping local plans. 
“The Government should focus its efforts on 
getting these broader reforms right, so that 
local communities are truly involved in plan¬ 
ning for their area as a whole. 

“This, rather than a new Right to Build, 
should ensure local people are able to shape 
future development in their areas.” 


Rise in sales 'unlikely to be sustained' 


NEW figures from HM Revenue & Customs 
show the number of homes sold in the UK ris¬ 
ing to 86,000 in June. 

Completed transactions on properties worth 
over £40,000 increased by an annual 15 per 
cent having leapt 21 per cent in May. 

The summer bounce also took volumes for 
the first six months of the year up 21 per cent 
on the comparable period of 2009. 

However, housing market activity remains 
weak and analysts predict a flat second half of 
the year at best in terms of prices and sales. 

An influx of new instructions for sale follow¬ 


ing the abolition of Home Information Packs is 
putting pressure on prices while new buyer 
enquiries remain restricted by a lack of mort¬ 
gage finance. 

Halifax reported a 0.6 per cent fall in the 
average value of a home in June, with the 
annual rate of gain easing back to 6.3 per cent, 
and according to Rightmove, home owners 
coming onto the market are dropping asking 
prices, for the first time this year. 

The property portal has detected a 0.6 per 
cent decline in the average new vendor’s ambi¬ 
tions in July, amounting to £1,435 in cash.

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Luchford to unleash full 
strength Town on Stones

FAVERSHAM Town manager 
Justin Luchford will use this 
weekend’s final home game of pre¬ 
season to gear his side up for their 
first term in the Ryman League. 

The Kent League champions haven’t had an 
easy summer with some key departures and 
players away during pre-season, but Luchford 
expects to have a full strength squad available 
for the visit of Maidstone United on Saturday. 

The Lilywhites have seen Lee Shearer and 
Damian Abel both leave for Hythe Town, while 
Dave Soutan joined Whitstable Town during 
the close season. 

Dan Larkin, Dave Botterill, Dale Skelton 
and Tom Hickman have all missed large 
chunks of pre-season having been away on 
holiday, but all four are back and will train 
this week ahead of Saturday’s game. 

Luchford is likely to name a strong side for 
the visit of the Stones as Faversham up their 
preparations ahead of the first game of the 
season at Whitehawk on August 21. 

He said: “The Maidstone game is the one we 
have identified because we have got to start 
thinking about what we have got going into 
the season. We have one more game after 
that, although we may try and get another in 
behind closed doors against our reserves, and 
the players know they need to be ready.” 


Town missed out on adding to their 
strikeforce with triallist Ian Pulman opting to 
go back to Whitstable Town, but that for 
Luchford, has been tempered with the 
news summer signing Danny Hunt has recov¬ 
ered from injury and former Chatham Town 
attacker Justin Ascheri has signed to bolster 
the forward line. 

“Dan Hunt is back fit now so he will play 
some part on Saturday,” the Town boss said. 
“Ascheri has been training with and has 
signed, I think he will give us a little bit 
extra up front. I’m happy with what I’ve got 


and I’m not looking to bring anyone else in, but 
if a player became available that could 
strengthen us I’d be silly not to have a look at 
them.” 

Town gave their reserve and youth players 
a run out in their friendly with Herne Bay at 
the weekend, drawing 1-1 to share the Kent 
League Challenge Shield. Luchford trained his 
first-team before the game in preparation for 
last night’s visit of League Two side 
Gillingham.

No Silver lining for 
Shakey on home soil 



TECHNICAL difficulties hampered Shane 
Byrne and his Althea Racing team in front of 
a passionate British crowd at Silverstone at the 
weekend. 

The Sheppey rider, whose World Superbike sea¬ 
son has failed to take off, hoped to put on a show 
in front of his home fans but once again failed to 
live with the championship’s main players. 

Byrne qualified sixth but his performance was 
restricted by tyre problems and he dropped back 
three places to finish a disappointing ninth. 

Alterations to the bike appeared to have stood 
Byrne in decent stead for race two and he 
remained in contention to finish seventh, but was 
pipped to the line by Sylvain Guintoli. 

“They were difficult races,” Byrne said. “In the 
first I had tyre problems that prevented me from 
doing any better. In the second we sorted the bike 
and changed the tyre and it went better. Then I 
found myself battling against Guintoli, but he 
was faster than me.” 

Both races were won by another British rider, 
Cal Crutchlow, who came into the weekend with¬ 
out a victoiy to his name. Leon Haslam, mean¬ 
while, finished third and fourth to close the gap to 
championship leader Max Biaggi.

Rook’s return is a timely boost for Norton 
as they prepare for their Kent League open¬ 
er at Greatness Park, having preserved an 
unbeaten run through pre-season.

Bourne boss still 
short of a keeper 

SITTINGBOURNE’S goalkeeping conun¬ 
drum remains unsolved with the new Ryman 
League season fast approaching and manag¬ 
er Gaiy Abbott eager to fill the void quickly. 

The return of Deren Ibrahim to Dartford, 
his parent club, left the Brickies with only 
veteran Steve Williams on the books and 
Abbott has not been won over by the triallists 
he has seen so far. 

Abbott had hoped former Maidstone 
United youngster Adam Harris would prove 
a suitable replacement for Ibrahim, but he 
admitted he is still searching for an adequate 
stopper. 

The loss of captain Joe Dowley for the start 
of the season has also left Abbott with a 
vacancy at left-back. Dowley is likely to be out 
of action until the end of September with a 
double hernia and Abbott says he needs more 
strength in defence ahead of their opener at 
home to Dulwich Hamlet on August 21. 

He said: We’ve had a few boys in [goal], a 
couple of youngsters, but I’m still not thinking 
they’re the right ones for us. We need a centre- 
half and I’m hoping to get one in this week. 

We need a left-back to cover for Liam 
Panther because Joe Dowle/s going to be out 
for six or seven weeks. Panther’s come in and 
he’s done a good job, but I’m still not 100 per 
cent sure about him. Well keep him, he can 
learn and he’s got a lovely left foot.” 

Abbott must also move several players on 
before the season kicks off in order to meet 
budget requirements - a task he says has got 
easier since starting out in management. 

Striker Rob Denness is expected to finally 
sign for the club this week and Abbott insists 
he is positive about the challenges which lie 
ahead. 

“Going forward, we’ve got some great play¬ 
ers,” he said. We’ve only got two weeks to go 
now but if I don’t get anyone else in, I won’t 
be that worried.”
